Teachers Attend 
Summer Session 


All plans have 
been completed 
for the opening of the Arlington 
H eights 
Township 
High 
School 
next Tuesday morning. 
The daily program has been com­ 
pleted 
and 
classes 
assigned to 
teachers. The enrollment cards of 
over three hundred eighty pupils 
who registered last June have been 
checked and revised; lockers have 
been assigned; pupils assigned to 
classes, class 
rooms 
and study 
halls. 
A prelim inary m eeting of teach­ 
ers will be held 
at two 
o’clock 
Monday afternoon and when the 
doors swing open at 8:30 Tuesday 
m orning, there will be little of de­ 
tail work left to be done 
before 
regular classes begin. 
Pupils will get textbooks Tues­ 
day morning. 
Classes will 
meet 
for assignm ents Tuesday after­ 
noon, and regular classes will be 
carried out on Wednesday. 
There will be, of course, a few 
late registrations, but usually these 
do not exceed ten per cent. 
Esti 
m ates last June were somewhere 
from three hundred eighty to four 
hundred tw enty and it now seems 
th a t it will be near the four hund­ 
red mark. 
Pupils residing in D istrict No 
214, the Arlington Heights Town­ 
ship High School 
district, will be 
given first consideration in the as­ 
signm ent to classes. The Board of 
Education desires to extend to pu­ 
pils from non-high school territory 
every possible consideration, but 
in case of over-crowded classes pu­ 
pils from non-high school territory 
will have to give place to pupils re­ 
siding within the district and rear­ 
range their elective subjects to con­ 
form to less crowded classes. 
Classes Will Be Large 
In spite of all that can be done, 
classes will of necessity be large. 
^ S e a tin g capacity of class rooms 
™have been increased wherever pos­ 
sible, in rome cases up to as high 
as thirty-five. 
The largest enroll­ 
m ent in any class is thirty-four and 
the average of all classes is 27 (ex­ 
clusive 
of 
vocational 
suojects). 
Thirty-five percent of all classes 
have 30 or more pupils enrolled. 
Few Changes in Teachers 
There has been little change in 
the teaching staff. 
Fifteen of the 
seventeen teachers who served the 
school last year, will be on the 
staff the coming year. 
The two 
new' to the school are Miss Esther 
Underwood in the commercial and 
history departm ents, and Mr. Ray 
Chambers in the science and phys­ 
ical education departm ents. 
Miss 
Underwood taught last year in the 
Bowen Community 
High School. 
Mr. Chambers comes 
from 
the 
Community High School 
at W al­ 
tonville, Illinois, where he taught 
science and coaching. 
Each is a 
graduate of the University7 of Illi­ 
nois. 
Miss Underwood having the 
Bachelors degree and Mr. Cham­ 
bers the M asters degree.

4 years ago at a cost of $60,000 by 
Dr. Chas.

Dr. Engel 
died two 
years ago. 
Since then Mrs. Engel 
has tried to sell the hospital and 
failing to do so decided recently to 
lease it. It is the only nonsectarian 
one in San Bernandino County and 
serves a community of 135,000 and 
has done very w7ell despite the de­ 
pression. 
Dr. Pfaff has been located here 
7 years, his work being 
largely, 
surgical. 
In his new location he will limit 
his practice to surgery and hos­ 
pital cases. 
Dr. Norbert Deckhand of Buhl, 
Minn., has bought Dr. Pfaff’s office 
here and wall take charge Sept. I. 
Dr. Leckband Assumes His 
Practice 
Dr. P faff’s successor is Dr. Nor­ 
bert Leckband of Buhl, Minnesota, 
a graduate of Rush Medical Col­ 
lege, Chicago. 
Dr. Leckband has 
the unusual distinction of being a 
licensed minister of the Lutheran 
church and also a qualified doctor 
.of medicine. 
He received his col­ 
lege training at Concordia College, 
Ft. "Wayne, Indiana and wras pre­ 
pared for the m inistry of the Luth­ 
eran Seminary St. Louis, Mo. Hav­ 
ing been selected for service in the 
medical mission of India, he stu­ 
died medicine and received his de­ 
gree in 1922. After the completion 
of his medical training, however, 
due to a lack of funds in the mis­ 
sion treasury, the church officials 
w7ere unable to send him to India to 
organize a missionary hospital. Dr. 
Leckband has since restricted his 
professional activities to the prac­ 
tice of medicine in Buhl, Minnesota. 
He comes to Arlington Heights 
highly recommended for his profes­ 
sional integrity and medical abil­ 
ity. The new doctor and his fam ­ 
ily wrill reside for a time in the 
apartm ent vacated by Dr. and Mrs.

May Means Heavy Judgments Against Many Villages, 
Lax Financial Methods by Officials is Blamed 
for Chaotic Condition 


Cook County Villages 
In Some “Pickle” 


The decision rendered in DuPage 
County Circuit Court regarding the 
liability of municipalities for spec­ 
ial assessments th at have been il­ 
legally handled can be taken as a 
warning to many villages in Cook 
and other counties. 
The claim of 
certain bond holders th at the vil­ 
lage itself is liable for misdeeds of 
its officials, was upheld. 
Many of 
these officials did not benefit per­ 
sonally by the 
“borrowing” of 
funds, but such illegal acts of the 
past entitle suffering bond holders 
with a means of redress in the form 
of judgements against the munici­ 
palities themselves. 
In 
turn the 
municipalities have only the bond 
of the offending officer to fall back 
upon. 
The 
practice 
of 
“borrowing” 
special assessment has 
been the 
rule thruout the Chicago area and 
there is hardly a village which is 
not guilty of such practice and to­ 
day is liable for such funds. There 
recently appeared before the vil­ 
lage board of Arlington Heights a 
representative of a Chicago bond 
house, w7ho threatened some such 
action unless certain bonds were 
paid. 
The liability of the village 
in such m atters is not new7s to au­ 
ditors and those who 
are 
thor­ 
oughly acquainted with 
the law 
governing special assessments. 
Auditor E. F. Laurin in his re­ 
port to the village 
of Arlington 
Heights a year ago, issued a note 
of warning to th at municipality as 
follows: 
“Consideration should be given 
to the cash deficits in certain as­ 
sessments. 
Each assessment is a 
distinct legal entity, and one of its 
functions is to disburse installm ent 
collections. 
In a number 
of in­ 
stances, the form er treasurer bor­ 
rowed from various assessments, 
money to pay liabilities in other 
assessments, which had 
no cash, 
thereby incurring deficits. 
If in 
the ordinary procedure installments 
are paid in full, these deficits will 
be absorbed. 
However, there is a 
possibiilty that some of the deficits 
may not be covered for some time, 
and it is also possible th at bond 
holders in other assessments may 
take action against the village or 
its officials for reimbursement of 
the amounts so borrowed.”

Otto Rexes of 
DesPlaines is Dead 


A decision was 
rendered last 
week in the DuPage circuit court 
at Wheaton by Judges William J. 
Fulton and Max F. Allaben, which 
is expected to set a precedent for 
the holders of millions of dollars 
worth; of defaulted special assess­ 
ment bonds in northern Illinois. 
The judges, sitting en banc, heard 
the suits brought by bondholders 
against six DuPage municipalities, 
W est Chicago, Villa 
Park, Lom­ 
bard, W estmont, Downers Grove 
and Hinsdale. The defendants wrere 
ordered to make an accounting of 
all money collected, disbursed or 
diverted in connection with the de­ 
faulted bonds. 
Over $2,000,000 in special assess­ 
ment bonds w7as involved in these 
suits. 
These bonds are 
held by 
banks, insurance companies, trust 
estates and individuals. 
Every im portant point raised by 
the attorney for the defendants 
was overuled by the court. 
The 
chief points in the decision sustain­ 
ing 
the 
bondholder 
complaints 
were: 
1. That special assessm ent col­ 
lected by the cities w7ere tru st funds 
and can only be used to pay prin­ 
cipal and interest on bonds. 
2. That w7here the funds collected 
w7ere insufficient to pay principal 
and interest in full, then each bond­ 
holder is entitled to receive a pro 
rata share of the money collected. 
3. That in cases w7here the city 
paid more than the pro rata share 
due each bond holder, the city is 
liable for such wrongful payments. 
4. That where any city diverted 
or misappropriated special assess­ 
ment funds for corporate purposes, 
the city becomes corporately liable 
for payment. 
5. That judgments can be enter­ 
ed against the city in the name of 
bondholders and these judgments 
will have to be paid by the city out 
of general corporate funds.

Suggested Code for Fruit and 
Vegetable Industry 


Government to Buy Four 
Million Pigs at Prem­ 
ium Prices 


The 
government’s 
emergency 
hog program went into effect offi­ 
cially in Cook County, Wednes­ 
day, with the receipt of final in­ 
structions and details 
by 
Farm 
Adviser O. G. Barrett from the ex­ 
tension service of the College of 
Agriculture, University of Illinois. 
How big a stake this county has 
in the program can be judged from 
the fact that on January I there 
were 16,300 hogs valued at $78,200 J 
on farm s of this county. These fig- j 
ures have been changed somewhat j 
by farrowings and sales since Jan. J 
I* but they are the most recent ones j 
available. 
The emergency program calls | 
for the purchase at premium prices 
of four million pigs weighing from | 
25 to IOO pounds and one million J 
sows with a minimum weight of j 
274 pounds and showing definite I 
evidence that they are to farrow 
this fall. 
The purpose of the plan 
is to stabilize and bolster the price I 
of hogs by reducing the potential : 
supply of pork. 
The six middle western markets j 
on which the plan became operat- j 
ive Wednesday are Chicago, Oma­ 
ha, Sioux City, St. Paul, Kansas 
City and St. Joseph. 
The schedule of base point prices j 
to be paid for pigs starts at $9.50 
a hundred pounds for those weigh- 
ing 25 to 30 pounds. Those weigh­ 
ing 31 to 35 pounds will be bought j 
for $9.25 a hundred pounds; 36 to 
40 pounds, $9; 41 to 45 
pounds, 
$8.75; 
46 to 50, $S.50; 51 to 55, I 
$8.25; 
56 to 60, $8.00; 61 to 65, j 
$7.75; 
66 to 70, $7.50; 71 to 75, I 
$7.25; 76 to 80, S7; 81 to 85. $6.75; | 
86 to 90, $6.50; 91 to 95, $6.25; and 
96 to IOO, $6. 
The pigs are to be bought on j 
the basis of average weight a lot, j 
but the range in weights between j 
individuals pigs in a given lot will j 
be limited to a maximum 
of 30 j 
pounds. 
These base point prices for pigs 
are to be paid only at Chicago at 
cording to the word received by 
Farm Adviser Barrett. 
Prices at 
the five other designated markets 
will be 40 cents a hundred pounds 
below the base schedule. 
Prices that are paid for sows at 
all the six markets will be the cur­ 
rent price at the market where 
purchased plus $4 a head and with­ 
out the customary dockage. 
The premium prices are to be 
applicable only to pigs thai are in 
good health and that show normal 
grow'th and no body deformities 


Portions from the submitted code 
for the fruit and vegetable indus­ 
try are given herewith;

Not to Glut Pig Markets 


Hog producers desiring to take 
advantage 
of 
the 
governm ent’s 
emergency hog program are ad­ 
vised to get in touch with market 
term inals before shipping pigs that 
are eligible for the premium prices, 
according to word which the county 
Farm Adviser has received from 
the extension service of the College 
of Agriculture, University of Illi­ 
nois. 
Producers 
need 
not 
exercise 
haste in disposing of pigs, as the 
emergency program is to be in 
force for some time and additional 
points that will pay the premium 
prices are to be opened at once, ac­ 
cording to a telegram to the ex­ 
tension service from Agricultural 
Adjustm ent Adm inistration head­ 
quarters in Chicago. 
Handling of the pigs will be fa­ 
cilitated if the program is given 
opportunity to get fully under way 
before consignments are marketed 
in large volume, it was pointed out.

Super-Truck Farm at 
Palatine Produces 
Super'V egetables 


Ed. Breit and his three sons 
have probably what is the largest 
“super truck farm ” northwest of 
Chicago. 
Several years ago they 
purchased at Palatine a forty acre 
farm that was largely swamp. The 
farm ers who laughed at them for 
their “poor buy,” are not laughing 
any more. Only half of that farm 
is being intensively worked but it 
is 
producing bumper vegetables 
that are competing with the prime 
stock that are shipped into Chica­ 
go from Ohio, Colorado and even as 
far away as the state of W ashing­ 
ton. 
Hard work, drainage, artificial 
rain and more hard work tells how 
it has been done. 
Mr. Breit came 
to Palatine about 15 years ago. The 
three young boys who came with 
him, have “grown up” in the truck­ 
ing game and with their aid have 
made possible 
the 
Breit 
farm, 
which is now placing its own brand 
upon its own crops. 
The Breits early in the game, 
decided th at they did not wrant any 
six months vacation and after har­ 
vesting their summer crop upon 
their farm at Palatine, they went 
to Florida where they did the job 
all over again. 
In this way they 
secured twice the experience in half 
the time that is derived by the us­ 
ual truck farmer. They knew what 
efforts 
the 
truckers 
in 
distant 
states were making to grow' their 
product, pack their product and 
m arket their product in competi­ 
tion with the ordinarv grower in 
the Chicago district. They are ap­ 
plying the same methods 
as are 
used right here at Chicago’s back 
door, th at are being used by the 
large distant growers, with the re­ 
sult that B reit’s vegetables are de­ 
manding top prices upon the m ar­ 
ket. 
Why, they even place “rib­ 
bons” on radishes, which ribbons 
raise the price many times the cost 
of the ribbon. 
How It Is Done 
The natural peat swamp soil 
has become the finest of rich black 
loam, upon which the fourth crop 
this year is now' growing. 400 tons 
of fertilizer from Chicago is truck­ 
ed to the farm each year. 
Mois­ 
ture, regardless of the weather is 
provided by a w ater system that 
thoroughly “rains” a half acre of 
ground every two hours. The Breit 
boys sleep with one eye open every 
night during the growing season. 
While the water system is prac­ 
tically automatic, every two hours 
during the night, there are valves 
to close and new’ ones to open. 
An electrically driven pump op­ 
erating 24 hours a day over a four 
inch well, keeps a 4,000 gallon sub­ 
merged tank full of w’ater while 
another pump keeps an air pres­ 
sure of SO pounds driving that w'a- 
ter thru pipes a half mile long to 
waiting vegetable gardens. 
Gardens 
adjoin 
gardens 
and 
w ery crop in season is kept grow­ 
ing thruout the summer. No horses 


cr barn has become a packing and 
storage house, while part of the 
form er hay loft is the living quar­ 
ters of the workmen who are pick­ 
e t, UP evcry Monday morning at 
Niles and returned home Saturday 
nights. A special cook house pro­ 
vides the eats for the workmen, 
w’hich at times number as high as 
twenty. 
Pre-cooling of vegetables is not 
new' among some growers, but the 
u i S *?re eclu^PPed to do it in a 
wholesale manner and at small ex­ 
pense. 
With quantities of nearly 
ice cold water, spray and washing 
racks, the soil heat is quickly re­ 
moved from the vegetables soon 
Jfter they are 
gathered. 
A fter 
they are placed in their baskets or 
containers, an entire truck load at 
a ^ me ca.n ^e so cooled. 
The prime crop now being gath­ 
ered, which has the special atten­ 
tion of the Breits is spinach, and 
with w’hich they are 
competing 
with the choice stock that is be­ 
ing shipped in refrigerator cars 
from distant states. 
Businesslike methods and a will­ 
ingness to spend money on im­ 
provements has brought this all 
about. 
They started in a small 
way, but as they gained experience 
and returns began to increase, they 
increased the facilities. Two years 
a^° ut ^rec*£e solved their drainage 
troubles, constructing a ditch that 
is at places eight feet deep. While 
other places w’ere flooded during 
the spring rains, there W’as noth­ 
ing to stop the growing 
on this 


farm. 
The wise 
expenditure of 
money for needed improvements 
have increased the crop yield and 
made the entire summer a produc­ 
ing period week after week. From 
five to twenty men are tilling a 20 
acre truck farm and making it pay. 
The only thing they ask of the 
weather man is sunshine and free­ 
dom from hail. 
They do the rest 
of the job themselves.
